Most Hoosier ponds lost m ajor portions of their fish 
population because of the severely cold w inter. 
“ Since many pond ow ners have been affected by the 
sev ere w eather,'' the d ep artm en t said in a m essage to 
pond owners, "w e suggest that you get your pond 
stocking information as soon as possible and contact a 
p riv ate hatchery to m ake arrangem ents for delivery.” 
“ This year the p riv ate hatchery system in Indiana will 
be overrun with pond ow ners needing fish for restocking. 
The sooner you get your order in, the better your 
chances are of getting your pond stocked this y e a r and 
back on the road to reco v ery ," the departm ent said.

Huff, R-Indianapolis, who sponsored the bill in the 
House, to clarify the questionable situation.

These deductions can be m ade 
only if the taxpayer was not 
reim bursed for the expenses by 
his or her employer. If the 
e m p lo y e r’s 
re im b u rse m e n t 
exceeds the employee’s actual 
expenses, the amount of the 
excess m ust be shown as gross 
income, the IRS said.

The departm ent said 4,983,510 fish died from pollution 
in Indiana during the y e ar, w ith 4,934,114 of them killed 
by am m onia pollution o v er a 170mile stretch of W hite - 
R iver betw een Indianapolis and E dw ardsport 
O therw ise, the most com m on reported causes of fish 
kills w ere oil slicks, sew age, algae blooms, anim al 
w astes, pesticides, liquid fertilizer, cannery w astes, 
h erbicides and chem ical spills. 
The natural resources departm ent estim ated total 
m onetary loss from fish kills for the year at $241,510. 
W hatever reim bursem ents a re received through court 
action go into the F ish and Wildlife Fund,

Again, the question of United States’ POWS and 
MIAs has arisen, and again the people who feel their 
sons, husbands, friends, or relatives m ay still be alive 
have had their hopes renewed.

War, thousands have cried for the return of the 
United State’s soliders who have been classified as 
Prisoners of War or Missing In Action. Hanoi has 
been am andant in if s response that all POWS had 
been released, and there were no m ore in that 
country. But with each visit by U.S. dignitaries, there 
is a slight bit of hope raised by the release of in­ 
formation that U.S. soldiers classified as such were 
still alive. 
Now it has happened again. Word has been received 
that there are still Am ericans in Vietnam, but this 
time, the story has a different twist. The report says 
that there are Americans living in Vietnam, but they 
are living there of their own free will. Some, the 
reports 
indicate, 
have 
accepted 
Vietnamese 
citizenship for various reasons. Some have m arried 
Vietnamese woman, and chose to stay in that coun­ 
try, according to the report, and others agreed to stay 
and work the farm lands instead of spending tim e in 
Vietnamese prisons. 
But again, all this does is renew hope in the hearts 
of hundreds of American families, hope that may 
have been sustained over the years, or hope that may 
have been lost, then renewed with each new m essage 
of Americans being held in Vietnam. 
A few months ago, the same type of report was 
issued, and hopes were high for many of the families 
that are still missing loved ones in the country of 
Vietnam. Those hopes m ay have been shattered with 
W ashington’s disclosure that the reports at that time 
were false, and there were no known POWS or MIAs. 
And now, the candle burns again. 
Once again, it is tim e for the Bureaucrats to get off 
their duffs and get this questioned answered. Whether 
soldiers are dead or alive, it is not right that their 
relatives and friends in this country be left hanging 
everytim e there is word of living U.S. soldiers in 
Vietnam. One way or another this question must be 
answered, or it can drag on forever.

Treating M ale Breast Enlargement 
Our 13-year-old son has very 
definite enlargement of both 
breasts. This embarrasses him 
to the point that he refuses to 
swim or go to the gym with his 
friends. Can anything be done 
about this? Will it get worse? — 
Mr. & Mrs. H.W., R.I. 
Dear Mr. and Mrs. W.: 
An abnormal enlargement of 
the breasts in the male is known 
as gynecomastia. The basic 
cause of this is often a hormone 
imbalance of the male sex 
hormone, androgen. 
Much can be done about such 
conditions, especially when 
they are recognized early, 
studied intensively and treated 
actively. 
Complicated hormone studies 
can provide information on the 
nature of the hormone balance, 
which 
frequently 
can 
be 
readjusted. 
As you already suspect, the 
greatest problem associated 
with this condition is the 
psychological and emotional 
consequences, especially at the 
time of puberty. Your, son can 
use a great deal of support in 
this area. He must be given the 
feeling that his masculinity is 
not threatened. He must also be 
given the assurance 
that 
something actively is being 
done to control the progression 
of his problem. Very frequently, 
the 
total 
condition 
spon­ 
taneously disappears as the 
youngster 
passes 
through 
adolescence and into young 
adulthood. 
When medical, or hormonal, 
readjustment is not effective, 
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surgery by the plastic surgeon 
or the general surgeon is ef­ 
fective. They can remove the 
overabundant breast tissue 
through incisions that are 
barely visible. 
The surgery is safe, recovery 
is rapid and the psychological 
rewards are enormous.

My complaint is not as serious 
as cancer or arthritis, but it 
would be a blessing if someone 
could tell me bow to prevent the 
painful corns on my feet. — 
Miss E.B.B., Iowa 
Dear Miss B.: 
Only those who suffer from 
the anguish of painful corns can 
appreciate the plaintive cry, 
"Oh, my aching corn!" 
Corns or calluses are nature’s 
protective reaction to constant 
pressure on a specific area of 
the foot. The "little toe” is the 
area most susceptible to injury 
caused by a tight or ill-fitting 
shoe. 
First, the skin becomes in­ 
flamed, then layer on layer of 
hornified skin forms as a 
protective corn. Now the ten­ 
derness becomes marked. 
The key to the prevention of 
coms is, of course, properly 
fitting shoes. Podiatrists and 
orthopedists should be con­ 
sulted to find out if there are 
any other abnormalities in the 
arch or the bone structure of the 
foot to account for repeated 
corns and calluses.

Enigma Still

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(UPI) - 
Britain and Argentina are talking to each 
other again over the long-standing Falkland 
Islands dispute, but they seem far from an 
agreement on the future of the rocky South 
Atlantic archipelago. 
Ted Rowlands, minister of state in the 
British Foreign Office, toured the islands for 
five days and then held two days of talks 
with the Argentine Foreign Ministry here 
last week. 
Rowlands visited remote Falkland sheep- 
raising settlements by helicopter, small 
boat, Land Rover and on foot in a tour de 
force of unflagging energy and informal 
Welsh charm. 
Meeting with an impressive proportion of 
the 
1,900 
islanders 
in 
schools, 
homes, 
woolsheds, bunkhouses and pubs, the 36year- 
old 
minister overcame 
many 
of 
their 
suspicions. And he won grudging recognition 
that Britain must proceed with bilateral 
talks 
that 
include 
the 
question 
o f 
sovereignty— who owns the islands. 
Argentina, which calls the islands the 
Malvinas, has claimed them ever since a 
British expedition threw out the Argentine 
governor in 1833 and made the Falklands a 
British colony. The present inhabitants are 
mainly 
of 
British 
descent 
and 
seem 
overwhelmingly determined to rem ain under 
the British flag. 
In the past, Britain had maintained that 
discussion of the islands’ soverignty was 
unacceptable. 
Argentina has insisted the question is 
fundamental in any talks about the dispute. 
Coming after Rowlands’ breakthrough on 
the sovereignty question, his discussions 
with Argentine officials in Buenos Aires 
were 
rather 
disappointing. 
The 
talks, 
designed to explore the basis for future 
negotiations, ended with a joint communique 
citing the need for further consultations with 
the 
respective 
governments 
b e f o r e 
proceeding. 
Rowlands 
may 
have 
expected 
t o 
accomplish more than could be managed in 
two days of hurried talks, according to 
diplomatic sources. His dynamic approach 
worked well in the Falklands where his 
audience shared his language and general

outlook, 
but 
he could 
hardly 
hope 
to 
maintain the same pace of progress with the 
Argentines. 
Equally important, the sources said, was 
the fact Foreign Secretary 
A n t h o n y 
Crosland had died during Rowlands’ absence 
from Britain. It was essential for Rowlands 
to sit down with David Owen, Crosland’s 
successor, to review the situation before 
going further. 
The Falklands lie only 300 miles off 
Argentina’s southern coast but until recently 
most Argentines had only a vague idea of 
what they were like. 
In the past, the only communication 
between the South American mainland and 
the islands was by a ship steaming monthly 
between Montevideo, Uruguay, and Port 
Stanley, the Falklands’ only town. 


Since 1972, the Argentine air force has 
provided regular flights to the islands from 
Comodoro Rivadavia on the Argentine coast. 
Rowlands was accompanied by the largest- 
group of Argentine journalists ever to visit - 
the islands and they turned out thousands of 
words for Argentine newspapers, magazines, 
radio and television. 
One Argentine magazine headlined its 
cover story on the Rowlands’ mission “Why 
the English will give us back the M alvinas.” 
But the coverage also included numerous 
photos of the signs displayed by Falklanders 
saying “God Save the Queen” and "Keep the 
Falklands British.” 
This pointed to the question no one has 
been able to solve yet. 
W hatever the 
governments 
decide, 
many 
Falklanders 
refer to any transfer to A r g e n t i n e 
administration as being "sold down 
the- 
drain” and they say they will resist it to the 
end. 
Rowlands tried to speak to the islanders in 
realistic term s, telling them they cannot 
expect to halt their population decline and 
develop 
the 
islands 
without 
Argentine 
cooperation. 
"I thought the fellow was sincere,” said- 
Neil Watson, head of the Falklands Islands • 
Committee, an unofficial group formed to 
lobby for continued British rule. "But if it 
turns out he is working against us, we will 
feel we have been betrayed." 


Rebuild Trade

TOKYO (UPI) — China’s new leaders 
want to rebuild their country’s sagging 
foreign trade, but there will be no quick 
bonanza of orders for Western businessmen. 
That is the word brought back from 
Peking by two highlevel Japanese business 
missions, the first to visit the Chinese 
capital since Premier Hua Kuo-Feng took 
power last April. 
"We may not be able to hope for a rapid 
expansion 
of 
trade 
with 
China,” 
said 
Yoshihiro Inayama, president of Japan Steel 
Corp., on his return from Peking recently. 
China in 1976 was upset by the death of 
Mao Tse-Tung, major earthquakes, and a 
power struggle in which 
the country’s 
foreign trade was made a political football. 
From 1972 through 1975, the country had 
followed a vigorous policy of expanding the 
export of oil from her newly developed 
fields. She used the money from oil sales to 
buy steel mills, petrochemical plants and 
other 
factory 
equipment 
from 
foreign 
countries. 
Among the biggest beneficiaries were the 
Japanese, who saw their two-way trade with 
China leap from $1.1 billion in 1972 to an all 
time record $3.7 billion in 1975. 
Starting late in 1975, the foreign trade 
policy was attacked fiercely by Mao’s wife, 
Madame Chiang Ching, and her political 
allies 
who accused the 
government 
of 
relying too much on foreign technology, and 
of allowing capitalist countries to "plunder” 
China’s resources 


As a result China-Japan trade fell by 
about 20 per cent last year to around $3 
billion. 
The power struggle — and the trade policy 
dispute — were settled in November when 
Madame 
Chiang 
and 
her 
group 
were 
arrested and accused of plotting to seize 
power. 
However, the two Japanese trade missions 
came home with reports that the Chinese 
transport system was crippled in late 1976 in 
disputes between the "gang of four” and the 
government, as well as by the earthquakes 
Coal and oil shipments in the country were 
disrupted just as the winter cold wave set 
in. 


Chinese steel output is believed to have 
dropped about 30 per cent to around 20 
million tons, as a result of the transport 
bottleneck. 
Both Japanese mi**; ‘ms were told by 
by Chinese officials that 1977 would be a year - 
of "readjustm ent.” 
Japan’s preliminary trade agreem ents 
with China for 1977 bear this out. The 
Chinese agreed to sell 49.44 million barrels 
of oil in Japan this year, compared with 57.8 
million barrels in 1976 and with the record 
66.4 million barrels China sold Japan in 1975 
The mission headed by Inayama reached 
an agreem ent for Japan to sell Olina 3.1 
million tons of steel in 1977, an improvement 
over the 1.75 million tons delivered in 1976 
but well below the record of 3.97 million tons 
of 1975

12.000 miles of 
state highways may develop a 
higher than usual number of 
chuckholes 
when

thaw begins, says State High 
w ay C o m m issio n E x e cu tiv e 
Director Roger F Marsh 
“ So 
fa r 
the 
chuckhole 
situation has been better than 
we anticipated in many areas,’ 
Marsh com ments, “ but it is 
really a little too early for us to 
tell about the effect of the winter 
on our 
ro a d s .” 
As ground 
th a w in g 
occurs 
m ore 
* ’ chuckholes w ill develop. 


He adds that the problem of 
more chuckholes will be com 
pounded 
because of unm et 
resurfacing needs. “ We should 
be resurfacing at 
least

miles of state highways every 
year, but we have only enough 
money to do about half that 
am ount.

M edical researchers are using 
the genealogy records of the 
Mormon Church in a search for 
the genetic roots of cancer and 
other diseases. 
As a first step, scientists at 
L D S Hospital and the U n iversi­ 
ty of Utah Medical Center are 
putting fam ily histories into a 
computer. 
D r. 
M ark 
Skolnick, 
the 
population geneticist 
heading 
the team, anticipates it .will be 
another year before research­ 
ers are ready to com pare the 
genealogy of 250,000 Mormon 
fam ilies with m edical records 
to test several genetic hypo­ 
theses about disease. 
Their research could help in 
the early detection and preven­ 
tion 
of 
cancer 
and 
other 
diseases, 
says 
Dr. 
Hom er 
W arn er 
of 
the 
u n iversity’s 
m edical biophysics and com put­ 
ing department. 
The research is funded by a 
National Cancer Institute grant. 
It first will try to determ ine 
whether cancer runs in fam i­ 
lies. 
If a strong fam ily relation­ 
ships is found, search w ill begin

cancer-prone families.

W arn er 
hopes

“ If a fa m ily at risk can be 
identified, 
then it

possible to identify individuals 
within that fam ily who have 
traits corresponding to genes 
which m ight predispose them to 
cancer,” he said. 
“ B y identifying these people 
early, w e can expose them to 
unusual detection efforts that 
would

cost-prohibitive 
to

population. W ith such thorough 
testing, w e should be able to 
iden tify m a n y lesions b efo re 
they becom e malignant. 


The researchers also hope to

Dwarfed Apple 


Trees Increasing 
In Popularity 


Dwarfed apple 
trees 
have 
grown in popularity in recent 
years among both commercial 
and home growers. 
The smaller trees have the 
advantage of bearing fruit at an 
early age. They also require less 
time to prune, spray and har­ 
vest. And. they can produce 
quality fruit. Small trees are 
often
